Description of Prior Work in the Field Many fluid replacement and energy drinks are currently 
being sold. In particular, GATORADE (Quaker Oats Co.) and Powerade (Coke Cola Corp.) 
contain carbohydrates electrolytes: potassium and sodium. Other fluid replacement beverages 
include: 10K, AHSport, Arizona RX Energy, CeraSport, Hansen's Energy, Hydra Fuel, Pedialite, 
and PowerAde. These drinks offer a variety of electrolyte combinations. None of these drinks, 
however a low-calorie formulation that provides calcium, iron, Vitamin B, Vitamin C, Vitamin D, 
or prebiotic fiber. The present invention provides a fortified mineral composition including 
calcium, iron, Vitamin B Complex, Vitamin C, Vitamin D, and prebiotic fiber. This isotonic 



energy drink also includes electrolytes and carbohydrates for optimum performance. 
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
